OUR RELATIONS WITH FRANCE. 

In my last, L offered a few remarks upon the 
late sequestrations of our property in the ports 
under the controul of France. I was not then, 
however, aware of a fact which subsequent in- 
telligence has revealed—that this sequestration 
was made upon the express ground that the pro- 
perty was American. This tact, which will be 
found amply illustrated in our foreign articles 
of to-day, changes entirely the face of our rela- 
tions with that power ; inasmuch as, on her part, 
it is tantamount to a declaration of war. 

Notwithstanding our numerous grounds of 
complaint against that power ; notwithstanding 
the capture and burning of our merchanimen 
by her privateers, and notwithstanding the de- 
tention or even the confiscation of property in 
her ports; she had some grounds of excuse 
which under skilful management, might contri- 
bute to a belief, that her intentions were not hos- 
tile to our interests asa nation. These pallia- 
tive grounds were eagerly seized upon by her 
advocates in this country—unfortunately much 
too numerous for its good—and when accounts 
were received of French outrages, they were 
first denied, and aiterwards excused. Ifa ves- 
sel was burned, we were told it was done with- 
out authority from governinent—or perhaps the

4 Fistory of New-York, from the begin- 
ning of the world tothe end of the Dutch 
Dynasty. Containing among many sur- 
pfrrising and curious matters, the wnui- 
terable ponderings of Walter the Doubt- 
er, the disastrous projects of William 
the Testy, and the chivalrick achieve- 
ments of Peter the Headstrong, the 
three Dutch Governors of New-Am- 
sterdam ; being the only authentic his- 
tory of the times that ever hath been, or 
ever will be published. By Diedrick 
Knickerbocker. Intwovolumes. Ins- 
keep and Bradford and W. M‘Ilhen- 
ny. 1809. pp. 526. !2mo. 

Captain Hudson, an Englishman, com- 
manding a ship belonging to the Dutch 
East India Company, while prosecuting 
a voyage forthe discovery of a north-west 


passage to China, entered the bay of 


New-York in the year 1609. He advan- 
ced up the majestic river Mohegan, as 
it was called by the Indians, but which 
now bears his name. After his return 
to Holland, the Dutch government sent 
out a ship with a few colonists who tock 
possession ofthe country, called it Niew- 
Nederlandts, and began to build the pre- 
sent city of New-York, under the name 
of New-Amsterdam. The Dutch retain- 
ed possession of this fine, and from ics 
situation ve.y important country, till 
1664, when an English expedition, com- 
manded by colonel Nicholls, arrived be- 
fore the city, which was surrendered to 
him by capitulation. It was immediate- 
ly erected into an English province, 
which, as well as +{s capital, took the 
name of New-York. 

The meagre annals of this short-lived 
Dutch celony have afforded the ground 
work for this amusing book, which is 
certainly the wittiest our press has ever 
produced. To examine it scriously ina 
historical point of view, would be ridicu- 
lous; though the few important events 
of the period to which it relates are, we 
presume, recorded with accuracy as to 
their dates and consequences. 

These materials, which would have 
hardly sufficed to fill a dry journal of a 
few pages, are here extended to two vol- 
umes. ‘Phey only compose the coarse 
net-work texture of the cloth, on which 
the author has embroidered a rich col- 
lection of witand humour. The account 
of these honest Dutch governors has been 
made subservient to a lively flow of good 
natured satire on the follies and blun- 
ders of the present day, and the perplex- 
ities they have caused. This writer, 
wisely enough perhaps, laughs at what 
makes others. groan; and if any thing 
can be hoped from ridicule, the rash im- 
becility of those ignoble fAlagiarists, who 
have been for some years past carrying 
on war by proclamations and resolutions, 
might by this work be shamed into a re- 
treat and concealment. 

The great merit, and indeed almost 
the only one, which the varied labours 
of former times have left to the litera- 
ture of the present day, aptness and fer- 
tility of allusion, will be found almost 
to satiety in these pages. Those who 
have a relish for light humour, and are 
pleased with that ridicule which is cau- 
sed by trifling, and, to the mass of the 
world, unobserved relations and accidents 
of persons and situations, will be often 
gratified. They will soon perceive that 
ihe writer is one of these privileged be- 
ings, Who, in his pilgrimage through the 
lanes and streets, the roads and avenues 
ofthis uneven world, refreshes himself 
with many a secret smile at occurrences 
that.excite no cbservation from the.dull, 
trudging mass of mortals. “ The little 
Frenchmen, skipping from the battery 
to avoid a shower with their hats cover- 
ed with their handkerchiefs ;” the dis- 
tress of “the worthy Dutch family” an- 
noyed by the vicinage of a “ French 
boarding house,” with all its attendant 
circumstances, eren down to “the little 
pug-nose cogs that penctrated into their 
best room,” are examples among many 
others of this disposition. The peopie 
of New-England are the subjects of ma- 
ny humorous remarks, but we are elad 
to observe mace with so much rood-na- 
ture and mingied complimcnt and satire, 
that they themse!ves must laugh. ;

_Dear Sir—I_ have this moment (8 o’clock at 
night) received a letter froma Negre in Greene 
county, Georgia, to a Negro in Martin county, 
North Carolina, calculated, if genuine, und so 
it appears to be, to induce a belicf that a gene- 
ral insurrection is seriously contemplated. 
he letter is in the following words : 

** Dear Sir—I received your letter the fortenth 
of June, 180% with great freedom and joy to 
hear and understand what great proceedance 
you have made, and the resolution you have in 
preceeding on in business as we have undertook, 
and hope you will still continue in the same 
mind. We have spread the nuse nearly over 
the continent in our part of the country, and 
have the day when we are to fall to work, and 
you must be sure noi to fail on that day, and 
that is the 22d of April, to begin about miduit, 
and do the work at hom first, and then take the 
armes of them you slay first, and hat wuil 
strengthen us more in armes—for freedom we 
want and will have, for we have served tis cru- 
ei land long enuff, and be as secret convaing 
your nuse as possabel, and be sure to send it by 
some cearfull hand, and if it happens to be dis- 
covered, faill not in the day, for we are full abel 
to conquer by any means. Sir, T am your Cap- 
tain James, living in the state of Jorgy, m Green 
county—so no more at preseat, but remung 
your sincer friend and captain until death.”

Tornado.—A gentieman just arrived 
from the upper part ef the state, has 
communicated to us in substance, the 
following distressing information : 

Cn Wednesday the 28th ult. the citi- 
zens of Laurens county, were awaked, a 
little before sun-rise, with an incessant 


liood of rain, a violent wind, and a free, 


quent falling of trees. In about 20 min- 
uies the alarm became general, and the 
destruction of every object around seem- 
ed to be threatened, by one of the most 
violent tornadoes perhaps, ever witnes- 
sed in Georgia. So great have been its 
ravages that whole forests have been laid 
presirate, and some of the finest high 
land in this state rendered an heap. of 
ruins. Many of the best plantations 
have become unfit for immediate culti- 
vation; houses, fences and stock have 
been swept away or destroyed; and the 
distress of the planters, (many of whom 
were new settlers and had just began to 
surmount their difficuidies) is indiseri- 
buble. Some of them have lost their wil, 
having neither a horse to plough nor a 
cow to milk. 

The width of the tornado is supposed 
to have been about six miles; but its ex- 
tent has not been ascertained. It pas- 
sed over the Oakmulgee, about the 7th 
district of baldwin, in an easterly direc- 
tion.
